Two per cent bonds to the extent 
of $700,000,000, now held by the banks 
to cover circulation to be taken over 
and sold under long-term plan.

The plan is to divide the United 
States in to fifteen financial districts, 
in each district the banks forming 
local associations of their own, which 
will be represented in the branches, 
and also in the central organization 
by a system of election of directors. 
which, it is asserted, will make it im­ 
possible for any section or group of 
bankers to control the whole. 
The 
personnel of the board 
of 
directors 
will comprise six members ex officio, 
viz: the governor of the association, 
his two deputies, and the Secretary of 
the treasury, and the secretary of 
com me roe and labor. Each of the fin­ 
ancial districts, fifteen 
in 
number, 
will elect one director, twelve others 
will be elected by the shareholders, 
and these twenty-seven members will 
elect the remaining twelve members 
of the entire board of forty-five. O nly 
three members may be elected from 
any one district, and thus its effect 
upon the state of New 
York 
with 
nearly one-fifth of the banking capital 
of the country, and which is the seat 
of the great financial interests, would 
limit its representation to four di­ 
rectors among tho thirty-nine who 
are elected.

One effect of the exchange will be 
to enable the government to provide 
permanently for a large portion of 
the interest-heafing public debt at a 
net interest charge of I 1-2 per cent. 
This arrangement proposes a solution 
of what many financiers declared the 
greatest obstacle to the plan. It dis­ 
poses permanently of the bond-secur­ 
ed currency without loss to the gov­ 
ernment, and with out imposing upon 
the reserve association the ownership 
of $730,000,000 2 per cent bonds. 
The association will agree to hold 
the 3 per cents for 50 years, but the 
secretary of the treasury, after five 
years, will have the option of per­ 
mitting the association to sell the se­ 
curities at a rate not greater than 
$50,000,000 a year. 
The 
government 
may reserve the right to redeem any 
of the bonds of the postal savings 
system or otherwise. 


For the reserves of the association 
it is proposed that 50 per cent of its 
demand liabilities, including deposits 
and note issue, shall be covered by 
gold or other lawful money, with a 
provision that whenever the reserve 
falls below' 50 per cent the association 
is bound to pay to the government 
special tax which increases in rate in 
proportion to the deficiency. 
The operation of this in such in­ 
stances is expected to stimulate an 
increase in the rate of discount and 
to bring in gold until the reserves 
again become normal.
